The Virden Packing Company 
Wednesday purchased and took over 
tile entire plant and holdings of the 
Western Canning Company of Oak¬ 
land, thereby consummating the big¬ 
gest packing merger of the year. 

The Western Canning plant, re¬ 
cently completed, represents an in¬ 
vestment of approximately one mil¬ 
lion dollars and is reported by those 
familiar with the canning business to 
be the most modern canning plant 
in the United States. The plant is 
equipped with every up-to-date con¬ 
venience for the canning of vegetables 
and fruits and lias a capacity of 
600,000 cases a season. It will give 
employment to over 1500 operatives. 

Charles Virden, president of the 
Virden Packing Company, said it was 
the intention of his company to start 
operations immediately, and to run 
the plant to capacity, using it. in con¬ 
junction with tire packing plant at 
South San Francisco, which is one of 
the largest packing plants on the Pa¬ 
cific Coast. 


James Baradat, business' man of 
Belmont and brother of A. Baradat, 
well known throughout San Mateo 
county and having interests in Red¬ 
wood City, San Bruno and South San 
Francisco, died Sunday' at the Red 
Cross Hospital at San Mateo, follow¬ 
ing injuries received Thursday of 
last week in an automobile accident 
near Woodside. With Baradat at the 
time of the accident were !\ Galli of 
San Francisco and Maurice Sheehan 
of Redwood City. The car in which 
the three were, riding was overturned, 
Baradat receiving a broken collar¬ 
bone, several broken ribs and internal 
injuries. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
from the late home of the deceased at 
Belmont. Burial was at Holy Cross 
Cemetery. 


The gross receipts of the South San 
Francisco street railroad for the year 
ending April 21, 1921, were $31,181.20, 
according to a statement filed with 
tile city trustees at their meeting held 
Monday night. This means that the 
city is to be enriched $623.62 by the 
' clause in the railroad company's 
tranchise which calls for a payment 
to the city each year of 2 per cent of 
the road's gross receipts. A note¬ 
worthy fact is that this amount to he 
received by the city from this source 
is very close to the same amount re¬ 
ceived last year at this time, being, in 
fact, just. $5 more. This would indi¬ 
cate that, in spite of the slowing up 
of work and laying off of men at flic 
factories and the moving away of the 
shipyard, there was a slight increase 
of travel on the local line between 
April 21, 1920, and April 21, 1921, over 
file period between the two dates in 
1919 and 1920. 

One protest against the proposed 
improvement of Industrial way, the 
road leading from Swift avenue to the 
steel mill, was received at Monday 
night's meeting, this coming from the 
Southern Pacific Company. The prin¬ 
cipal grounds upon which the railroad 
company based its protest were that it 
would receive little benefit from the 
improvement and present high con¬ 
struction costs.

Methods for Making Bread 

There are two general methods for 
making bread, one known as the 

straight-dough process and the other 
as the sponge process. 

In the straight-dough process all 
the ingredients are mixed at one time 
an d the dough is made of the proper 
consistency before rising. Either 
compressed or liquid yeast may be 
used for this, but not dry yeast. 

In the sponge process only half the 
total amount of flour is used at first, 
*ith all or nearly all the liquid, the 
veas t, and frequently the salt and the 
sugar. Compressed, dry, or liquid 
veast may be used for this. This mix- 
' ture i S similar to a soft batter, and 
a f ter the first rising the remainder of 
the flour, the shortening, and any 
other desired ingredients are added. It 
is then kneaded until of the proper 
consistency and smoothness. 

Regulating Time of Process 

The sponge process usually requires 
less yeast than the straight-dough 
method, because of the softer con¬ 
sistency of the mixture which favors 
the growth of the yeast, and also be¬ 
cause it is generally given more time. 
However, by using larger or smaller 
amounts of yeast one may shorten or 
lengthen the time required for rising. 
In a similar way the straight-dough 
process may be shortened or length¬ 
ened by increasing or decreasing the 
amount of yeast used. Great care 
should lie taken with a sponge or 
dough which stands a long time — as 
the overnight straight dough or the 
overnight sponge— to keep it much 
cooler than when the quicker methods 
are used, since the former have a 
greater chance of becoming sour. 

The following bread recipes are 
given by specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture: 

Short I’rucess, or Straight, Dough 
4 cups (1 quart) lukewarm water. 

4 teaspoons salt, 
tablespoons sugar. 

tablespoons shortening, if desired. 
1 or 2 cakes compressed yeast, or 
to 1 cup liquid yeast. 

3 to 4 quarts sifted flour. 

If milk is used it should be scalded 
and cooled until lukewarm before 
using. When liquid yeast is used its 
volume must be deducted from the 
other liquid called for. This makes 
four loaves. 

Soften the yeast with a small 
amount of the lukewarm liquid. To 
tlier est of the liquid add the salt, 
sugar, and shortening. Add the yeast 
and mix all together. Measure the

Overnight Sponge Method 

4 cups (1 quart) lukewarm liquid (^ 
cup less if potato is used). 

4 teaspoons salt. 

2 tablespoons sugar. 

2 tablespoons shortening (if desired). 

1 cake yeast (dry or compressed), or 

^ cup liquid yeast. 

1 cup mashed potato (if desired). 

3 to 4 quarts sifted flour. 

If dry yeast is used, soak it for 
twenty minutes to one hour before 
mixing the sponge and mix the sponge 
earlier than if compressed or liquid 
yeast is used. When liquid yeast is 
used, its volume must be deducted 
from the other liquid called for. 

Blend the yeast with a little of the 
lukewarm liquid. If potato Is used 
add to it the salt, then the yeast 
mixture, the remainder of the liquid, 
and finally one-half of the flour. Beat 
until smooth, cover, and set to rise 
where it will be at 60 to 70 deg. F. 

In the morning, break up the sponge, 
add sugar, the melted shortening (if 
used), and enough flour to make a 
dough of the proper consistency. 
Knead until the dough is smooth, 
elastic, and no longer sticks to the 
bowl or fingers. Cover and set to rise 
until at least double in bulk. Knead 
down, mold into loaves, let rise again 
until double in bulk and bake.

Strawberry Sauce 

V6 cup butter. 

1 cup powdered sugar. 

V 2 to % cup strawberries. 

Rub together the butter and the 
sugar, then add the strawberries, a 
few at a time, beating until the fruit 
is mashed. If you object to the 
curdling of the sauce, which affects 
the appearance only, rub the white of 
one egg thoroughly into the butter and 
sugar before adding the berries. This 
protects the fat from the action of the 
add of the berries.

PROPER FLAG USAGE 

Proper Courtesy to Our Flag 

There seems to be a little confusion 
In regard to the courtesy that should 
be shown the flag when on display, 
and for the benefit of those who are 
in doubt we are publishing the follow¬ 
ing information: 

The approach of Memorial Day, 
Flag Day and Independence Day make 
it appropriate to refer to “Flag Eti¬ 
quette” as concerning the proper 
methods of displaying, handling and 
saluting the United States flag. 

Flag Salute 

Right hand lifted, palm downward 
to a line with the forehead and close 
to it. Standing thus, all repeat to¬ 
gether slowly: 

“I pledge allegiance to my flag and 
to the republic for which it stands, 
one nation indivisible, with liberty 
and justice for all.” 

At the words “to my flag” the right 
hand is extended toward the flag and 
remains in this gesture to the end of 
the affirmation, whereupon all hands 
immediately drop to the sides. 

Flag Etiquette 

The flag should be raised at sun¬ 
rise and lowered at sunset. It may 
be raised at other times, but should 
never be left out at night, except 
when it is under fire of the enemy. 

On Memorial Day the flag should 
be displayed at half-mast from sun¬ 
rise until noon and at the peak from 
noon until sunset. 

In raising the flag to half-mast it 
should always be run to the top and j 
then lowered one breadth of the flag. 
In retiring it, it should first be run 
back to the peak and then retired. It 
should never be allowed to touch the 
ground. 

When the “Star-Spangled Banner" i 
is being played or sung, stand and 
remain standing, in silence, until it is 
finished. Do not look around and j 
don’t shift the weight of the body from j 
one foot to the other. Face the music i 
if possible. 

When the flag is passing on parade ' 
or in review, if you are walking, halt; 
if sitting, rise, stand at attention 
(which means perfectly still) and 
uncover. 

The flag should never be worn as 
a whole or a part of any costume. As 
a badge it should be worn over the 
left breast. 

In decorating, the flag should never 
be festooned or draped, always hung 
flat. 

If hung so stripes are horizontal, 
union should be in the left upper 
corner. If hung perpendicular, union 
should be in the right upper corner. 

When the national flag and other 
flags fly from the same pole there 
should be double halyards, one on 
each flag. 

The flag should never be placed be¬ 
low a person sitting. When carried 
in a parade or when crossed with 
other flags, the stars and stripes 
should always be at the right. 

When the flag is used in unveiling 
a statue or monument it should not 
be allowed to fall to the ground, but 
should be carried aloft to wave out, | 
forming a distinctive feature during 
the remainder of the ceremony. 

When the flag Is placed over a bier 
or casket, the blue field should be 
at the head. 

As an altar covering the union 
should be at the right as you face the 
altar, and nothing should be placed 
upon the flag except the Holy Bible. 

The flag should never be reversed 
except in ease of distress at sea.
